Inexplicable Fate of the Enemies of 


Ureyfus Revision. 


"Alvrays the dead:" Reinach cried 


bitterly. 
"Whenever -we find a for- 


gery, a crime, al«a\s it is set to the 
account of a (lead man:'' 


And he drew up a list, horrible in its 


eloquence, of the dead who strewed 
the dark path of this monstrous case 
of crime and cruelty and infamy. Yet 
there had fallen -«o many of the ene- 
mies of truth and justice that he might 
have called them the expiatory dead. 


Three I have told you of—that poor 


wretch, Leinereier-Picard, "found dead" 
in his room in the Hue de Sevres; Hen- 
ri, "found dead," with a closed razor 
near by; Felix Faure, "found dead" 
and smuggled into his palace. 


'llipre \\ere many others. 
Captain 


d'Attel, who claimed to have heard 
In-eyfus avow his guilt to Lebrun-Re- 
uault the day of his degradation, was 
"found dead" in a railway train, his 
corpse bine and already on the way to 
decomposition, though his journey had 
lasted but an hour. This pretended 
confession, which Dreyfus never made, 
D'Attel connded to his friend, Chauliu- 
Ber\imeie, a member of the chamber 
of deputies.

An 
hour later he was "found dead" on the 
railway tr«u ks bet\\eeu two stations.

Lorinier, one of Henri's most tire- 


less agents of forgery and crime, was 
'•found dead," hanged in a lonely barn; 
another, Guenee, ~uas "found dead" on 
the floor of his room in Paris. Then 
there was Mumer, His part in the con- 
spiracy had been to falsity the mean- 
ing of a cryptic telegram sent by Fa- 
mzzardi to the Italian government, so 
that it affirmed the guilt of Dreyfus. 
And Munier was "found dead" in a 
railway fain. Was it any wonder the 
martyr's friends began to see in these 
mysterious and opportune deaths the 
work cf an avenging destiny? With

ANIMAL SAGACITY. 


Th« Instinct That Lends the' Ostrich 


to Protect Its Eggs. 


The nature students— everybody is a 


nature student nowadays— were trying 
to outdo one another.

Suggests That Constitutional Obstruc- 


tions Should Be Removed—Doublo 
Taxation is Not Fair. 


Before the 
Tax Commission of 


Ohio, March 12, last, Mayor Tom L. 
Johnson of Cleveland discussed ' Taxa- 
tion" as follows: 


The greatest difficulty in our taxing 


laws is that we have followed the old 
plan, which has grown into a lot of 
inequalities. They are present every- 
where. There is no community, no 
matter how small, that is not suffer- 
ing by the fact that some of the prop- 
erty is assessed at 10 and some at 100 
p^r cent of its value; and to the ex- 
tont-that is true some men pay ten 
times more than their share of taxes 
while other men pay only one-tenth 
of their share. 


I know a piece of property, acquired 


lately, where the tax duplicate was 
only 8 per cent of the price paid; not 
a forced price either. I could multiply 
that example by thousands. You can 
not go into a city, into a county or 
any small district but you find these 
Illustrations. 


Everybody agrees there are inequal- 


ities. What 
produces them? You 


can't trace it all to one reason; but 
there are some leading reasons to ac- 
count for it. A street railroad was 
sold on the market at ten million dol- 
lars. No doubt about its value; the 
stock was quoted regularly. 
It was 


.assesed for ?600,000, or 6 per cent. 
Ten millions of property owned by 
small owners, homes, factories and 
shops, not the worst cases, but the 
average cases of small owners, stand 


the duplicate at six million, or 60 
cent. The reason for that discrep- 


anc is perfectly plain. Thousands of 
people owned the ten million dollars 
in sm&dl places; none of them had a, 
sufficient interest to give his own time 
or emploV anyone's else time to look 
after the *ax duplicate, to either go 
before theyegislature or employ In- 
genious arguments to defeat the as- 
sessor in arriving at a conclusion or 
to defend by\ technicalities any mis- 
step made by t|he assessors. All these 
were concentrated in one case, and 
they were scattered in the other. 
What is the busVness o* a11 ls not 
one's business. 


Taxatio* of Banks.

Now 
the reason for that is that th* bank deals 
in dollars: it deals in figures' that they 
can not jug-gle.

A new clay pipe, procurable for 
a cent at nearly any store where to- 
bacco is sold, cannot be excelled by 
any madstone, no matter how great 
its reputation. 


"The action can be clearly demon- 


strated by placing a common dry red 
brick in contact •with the margin of a 
puddle of "water and noticing what 
capillary attraction will accomplish. 
Therefore to be efficient the/only ne- 
cessity is for the stone to be porous 
and have strong-adhesive and absorb- 
ent 
qualities. 
Nothing mysterious 


about it. 


•"I have seen several that appear to 


be concretions, either Tesical, renal or 
biliary, and were found in the bladder, 
kidney or liver of some animal—those 
taken from the deer supposed to be the 
best. 


"When a person is bitten by a reptile 


or dog supposed to be mad and the 
porous stono applied to the wound the 
blotting paper action begins, and the 
blood, saliva from the mouth of the 
animal and whatever poison these 
fluids contain •will naturally by capil- 
lary attraction be absorbed .by and 
into the substance applied, no matter 
what name you may give it. 


"•The saying that if a stone sticks 


the wound is poisonous and if it does 
not take hold there is no venom pres- 
ent is untrue. If the stone is clean 
and dry It will adhere when moisture 
is within reach till it becomes saturat- 
ed. 


"For instance, a new red brick will 


absorb one pint of water. After the 
venom has been taken into the circu- 
lation the madstone is worthless, but 
as the victim is usually filled with 
whisky or alcohol at the same time the 
stone is being used the spirits may 
counteract the effect of the poison. 


''I know of a stone which has a wide 


reputation and makes a good living for 
tho family owning it. They never let 
it fro out of their sight, and* when the 
victim cannot be taken to the stone 
one member of the family can be hired 
to take the stone to the victim. In ad 
dition 
to traveling expenses, they
